DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; 

The prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed combination, a 
circuit breaker with an air-core sensor assembly having an air-core coil and a mounting 
bracket; the mounting bracket comprising a unitary body having generally U-shaped 
portion coupled to at least one retaining form that fits over at least one fastener head.
